In the matter of U.S. Patent No. 6,794,196 B2 issued September 21 , 2004, a check of 
the same against the files of the attorney of record indicates that two mistakes described in 
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the attached Form PTO 44 were made by the Office and one mistake described in the 
attached Form PTO 44 was made by Applicants in good faith. 

IVIore specifically, the following mistal<es, corrected in Form PTO 44 were made by 
the Office and are of a clerical nature:

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REMARKS 



Under 35 U.S.C. 254, whenever a mistake in a patent, incurred through fault of the 
Patent and Trademark Office, is clearly disclosed by the records of the Office, the Director 
may issue a certificate of correction stating the fact and nature of such mistake, under seal, 
without charge. 

In the Notice of Allowance mailed May 13, 2004, which included an Examiner's 
Amendment approved in a telephone interview with Orlando Lopez on May 14, 2004 to 
amend the application to delete "species" in claim 1, line 3. It appears that this amendment 
to claim 1 was never entered. 

In the Amendment filed July 15, 2002, 22 sheets of substitute drawings (including 
Figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7. 8. 9, 10. 11. 12, 13, 14a, 14b, 15, 16, 17, 18a, 18b 19a. 19b, 20, 

21 and 22) were submitted in response to the Examiner's objections in the Office Action and 
the Draftsperson's objections in the Notice of Draftsperson's Patent Drawing Review both 
mailed April 15, 2002. It appears that this amendment to the drawings was never entered. 
The 25 sheets of published drawings appear to be the original drawings, not the corrected 

22 sheets of drawings. 

Since these mistakes are clearly disclosed by the records filed with the Office, 
Applicant respectfully requests a Certificate of Correction. Following proper procedures for 
this PTO drawing mistake, the correct 22 sheets of drawings (Figures 1. 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 
10, 11. 12, 13, 14a, 14b, 15. 16. 17, 18a. 18b 19a. 19b, 20,21 and 22) are thus attached to 
the Certificate of Correction. An additional copy of the corrected drawings is enclosed for 
your convenience. 

Additionally, the following mistake, corrected in Form PTO 44, was made by 
Applicants and is of a typographical nature, the mistake having occurred in good faith: 

Claim 5, line 4, "species absorption" should read -species adsorption--.
